New York, Aug. 25.--Commenting 
on Lt-Gen Wedemcyer’s statement 
on leaving China, the New York 
Times cditorlally said today that 
‘“yndoubtedly it was authorised by 
the State Department and is, in 
effect, a silken ultimatum to Chiang 
Kali-shek’s --Nationel | Government 
that it cannot expect American aid 
in suppressing. the Communist 
rebellion until it has completed a 
drastic and honest house ‘cleaning 
of its own. 

“Such window-dressing as Chiang 
hos alrendy done is rejected as 
InsufMiclerit,” the editorlal sald, . 

The Times said Gen, Wedemeyer 
could not have anticipated that his 
suggestion that the Communists 
censo using force to attain their alms 
‘would carry much weight in the 
rebel councils, but, his recommenda- 
tion that the Nationolist Govern- 
ment remove “Incompetent ond 
corrupt officials” was “more specific.”
